The Spanish
iron-cla- d Victoria had arrived there lrom Cadiz,
on the way to Havana. Business was exceed-
ingly dull on the Island, and sonic failures are
reported. The Island Is healthy. A vomito is
raging at Guadaloupe.

An arrival from St Domingo brings dates of
thei'th. Cabral had crossed the
llnytien frontier, and the whole republic was in
arms. The revolutionists were meeting with
success, and receiving accessions to their ranks
from all sides, owing to the hatred of the people
for Bac. and his annexation schemes. Business
was at a stand-stil- l.

The news from Jamaica is to the 14th Instant.
The steamer Mount Vernon had arrived there,
with a cargo of war material lor the Haytien re-
volutionists.

The Government steamers Salmi vo and Petion
had again bombarded the port of Aux Caves, but
met with no success. President Saluave" issued
a decree on the 1st inst.. establishing a Govern-
ment monopoly over the trade of all eolfee and
cotton ports.

Havana. May 24. The following official ac-
count of the landing of filibusters in the Eastern
Department has been made public: Seven hun-
dred men disembarked on the night of the liith
inst. in the Bay of Nifel. quietly took up a posi-
tion, mounting six kguns and "fortifying three
houses. They remained undiscovered thirty-si- x

hours. Captain Mo.o attacked them with" one
hundred and twenty men, using the bayonet.
One of the houses was stormed and a flag cap-
tured. He was finally obliged to retire, his am-
munition giving out. The filibusters lost sixty
killed and one hundred and sixty-nin- e wounded.
The Spaniards had four killed.

The 1'rt nsa adds that the filibusters fired three
cannon shot into the steamer Mazella, damaging
her hull and rigging. The Hag captured bv
Captain Mo.o is inscribed "RiHeros Libertad.""
aud was presented by F'.milia Casanova. It is
now in this city.

The troops
spiked the guns before they fell back.

TILE HrDMJfS.
St. Lorts, May 24. Colonel Robert Camp-hel- l,

of this city, left last evening for Wash-
ington, nt tho solicitation of the President,
through the Secretary of War, to meet several
prominent gentlemen selected from different
sections of the country, to confer upon matters
looking to the amelioration of tho Indians. The
conference will take place in Wash'iLgtou on
Wednesday next.

A despatch from Helena. Montana, says from
150 to 200 Santce-Siou- x attacked the settloni'snt
on tho Musselshell river on May S. Seventy
white men remained in the stockade, and sixty
sallied out on tho Indians, when a desperate
fight ensued, lasting seven hours, and thirty
Indians were killed, including n half-bree- d, and
thirty were scalped. The remainder escaped by
swimming the river. One white man was killed,
and Brother badly wounded. It is reported that
reinforcements of 200 to :W0 Santce-Siou- x are
coming up to attack Musselshell again, but the
whites are prepared for them.
